The Wide Open 
Spaces 


The Board of Works control of drainage 
is entirely practical and utilitarian. Its inter- 
est is rightly concerned with efficiency and 

. “gasthetic consideration play but a mirior part 
in its program. 

Currently and in the oncoming years 
Altona’s major drainage problems will be 
solved. Operation drainage will perform its 
destined end but it will leave scars on the 
body civic—wide open spaces. je te 8 

The water course of Kororoit Creek will 
be strongly controlled including the land on 
both sides, within defined limits, the Sea- 
holme drain and the larger and wider 
western drain will have large areas of re- 
stricted use land. Altona Sports Park and 
Cherry Lake area are in a similar position 
but here natural features can permit attrac- 
tive improvements. 

The extensive area of land between 
levee banks on either side of Kororoit Creek 
in the Millers Road area do not in their ~ 
Present form suggest a desirable permanent 
prospect in the centre of the Shire. But 
within the limits of the Board’s restrictions 
what, if ‘anything, can be done? Trees, wil- 
lows and the like may be possible at least 
in the higher parts but anything interfering 
with the flow of water or debris is out of 
the question. . . a 

“In the artificial drainage areas restric- 
tions may not be so arduous but the ultimate 
appearance of these facilities must be con- 

, sidered, : 

: Progressively the permanent improve- 
ment by the Board in its several sectors will 
be completed. Paralleling this should be any 
Council activity possible and necessary. 

That the Altona of the future will be to 

some extent the result of the present 
schemes of the Board is undoubted. That 
the ultimate appearance of its drainage sys- 
tems should be agreeable and even. attrac- 
tive is also desirable, ‘
